' DEKIt HUNTEHS ARE WARNED 

^yith the 'Opening of deer ceason in the 
Minidoka natlonnl lorest comes a warning 
from the forest service that should be borne 
In mind by all who enter the hunt. 

In effect, the forest supervisors are mnHlng 
the hunters a sporting proposition, and un- 
less the latter reciprocate In a spirit of good 
sportsmanship it may w'ork to their dLs- 
advantage In future years. 

Because Minidoka national forest is dan- 
gerously dry, the service has seriously con- 
sidered postponing the deer season, even to 
the extent of calling it off entirely. Only 'Its 
confidence In the sportsmen has finally 
moved llie service to "take a chance." 

That can mean only one thing. If the 
deer hunters of this .vicinity ■ expect ' fair 
. consideration - by thc-Iorest service- during 
seasons to eomo they must measure up to 
every expectation of the service during this 
present emergency. 

"Besides causing severe damage to the 
forest and range lands, a fire now would be 
a menace to the deer you hunt ond might 
easily cause loss of human life," Is the forest 
service's warning. "The forest and range fire 
hazard is extreme." , . 

To aid deer hunters in fulfilling their re- 
sponsibility, forest officials advise them to 
come equipped with a shovel, an axe and a 
water buckpt, and to observe all the recog- 
nized rules of lire prevention. 

If a (ire does start, all hunters should get 
their tools and hurry to the scene of the 
blaze to flEht ft as hard as they con. Help 
will soon arrive as lookouts will be watching 
the hunting areas constantly, and equipment 
will be available. 

If a good rain or snow does not occur by 
Sept. 30, Minidoka natlqnal forest will bo as 
^Iry as It has been dutlne any tlm^ on record. 
And this condition presents the deer hunters 
with ajcrlous responsibility.
